MOSCOW (AP) — Lithuanians 
prepared a hero's farewell yester- 
day for a countryman who burned 
himself to death in Moscow last 
week to protest the Kremlin's op- 
position to Lithuanian indepen- 
dence, residents said.

public, as reported over the 
weekend. 

Official Vilnius Radio said Sun- 
day the Soviet Union was in- 
creasing natural-gas supplies to 
a large fertilizer plant at Jonova, 
but officials later said no addi- 
tional supply had been received. 

In a bid to pressure Lithuania, 
the Soviet Union has shut off all 
oil supplies and cut shipments of 


many manufactured goods, raw 
materials and food items. Natu- 
ral gas was reduced to about 16 
percent of normal deliveries.
